than forty violations of the Clayton 
anti-trust act. it1 was learned today. 
Compromises of tile department of 
justice cases against the "Big Five" 
whereby an agreement 
to abandon 
trade in certain side lines within two 
years, effected only incise charging 
violation of the Sherman anti-trust 
law . 
In the Sherman law it is prop­ 
er that crim inal prosecutions shall tie 
instituted by the department of jus­ 
tice. 
It is these prosecutions that 
have been compromised. 
Under tile clause, it is proper that 
civil actions for dissolution of an a l­ 
leged trust shall be instituted by the 
federal 
trade- 
commission. 
These 
prosecutions have not been compro­ 
mised. 
Section seven of the ('la y ton 
law empowers the* commission to in ­ 
vestigate u nfair and unlaw ful m eth­ 
ods of competition and to try offend­ 
ers before a committee composed of 
members of the commission which 
has the power to cause them rn "cease 
and desist from tjhe violation." 
An 
investigation of this order can be ob­ 
tained through the federal court, pr<»- 
vlding It proves the legality of tile 
commission's 
finding. 
Under 
the 
law the commission can order a trust 
dissolution hut every trust fighting 
the case eventually gets into federal 
court.

Raphael in un old curiosity shop iii ti 
Part* alum recall* ninny a story, no 
loss dramatic, of treasure trove lu 
art, say* a London Tit-Bit* writer. 
It I* not long ainee ii stolen canvas 
by Raphael of the "Holy Fam ily” was 
found In the cottage of un italian 
peasant, where It was serving the ani­ 
lid purpose of stopping a broken win­ 
dow'; a Oorreglo which had vanish ed 
from tile walls of the D resden gallery 
and ls-eu lost to sight for gene ration* 
was recovered from the rapyfses of 
Saxon hayloft, am i jpriccVstf U W a­ 
ffles, designed by Raphael for rope 
I,♦*(• X., were rescued from the baud'* 
of a Baria Jew utter he had burnt two 
of the pieces In order to extract the 
gold ami silver 
contained .in their 
texture. 
Raphael’* picture*, indeed, seem to 
he peculiarly ill fated. Only a few 
years ago his “1st Belle J a rd in ie re ’ 
was picked up at a ascend hand shop 
in Parts fdr 44 franc*. Ilia Vatican 
Adam and Eve” 
was 
found—flung 
aside in the corner of a picture deal­ 
er’* shop in the Rue St. Lanare, by an 
artist who paid a hundred francs for 
It, and sold It a few day* later for 
so,(HH), and for a modest f>0 centimes a 
Parisian art am ateur purchased R a­ 
phael’* original design for his great 
picture. *“!.* 
Dlsputa 
Sacramento,” 
for which he would 
willingly 
have 
paid 20,000 times as much. 
More romantic still Is the atory of 
the great m aster’* famous picture. “The 
Massacre of the Innocents.” which was 
recently discovered in the cottage of 
poor widow at Como. 
Originally 
owned by Cardinal Luigi d ’Kste, it had 
s o m e h o w come into the possession of 
s priest, who had paid the equivalent 
of a sovereign for it, and who gave It 
to the Duke Alfonso d’Kate more than 
three centuries ago. After tb s d u k es 
death the canvas vanished utterly un 
til It cam e ao dramatically to light 
again In the Como cottage 
Rubens’ famous masterpiece, “The 
Visitation,” wa*, a few years ago. ex­ 
changed by a Paris curiosity dealer, 
for two Lout* XV. a n n chair* and a 
sixteenth century coffer, and a for­ 
tunate collector discovered among a 
number 
of 
canvases exhibited for 
sale by a second hand dealer at Mont­ 
m artre one of Teniers’ finest canvas©*. 
which he wa* able to purchase for 30 
franc*. 
A jm rtralt of Nail Gwynn by Sir 
Peter Lely was discovered In singular 
circumstance* 
at 
Birmingham by a 
medical man. While attending a pa­ 
tient In a small tenement he noticed 
on the wall of the living room a ta t­ 
tered picture of th* head and bust of 
a woman. The fram e was worm-eaten 
with age; hut. despite lta torn condi­ 
tion. the picture seemed a good one 
and It was purchased by the doctor 
for a trifle. Ile took It away and ultl 
irately sent It to be cleaned. 
There wa* nothing on the canvas to 
indicate the artist’* name, 
hut the 
eye# of the Mjbject bore that peculiar 
expression 
of 
tender 
languishmeot, 
blinded sweetness and drowsiness a t­ 
tempted by 
no other painter than 
Lely.

Football One of Oldest Sports 


Known to Man. 


Aa Played To day It la Said to e« a 
Mild m d Tame Exercise Com ­ 
pared W ith the Strenuous 
Origins! Form. 


Foot bel) is considered * strenuous 
game, but the style of play In this 
generation is a mild and tame exercise 
as compared to the original forms of 
the sport, according to a bulletin from 
the National Geographic society. 
The history of the autum n classic 
is described by J. K. Hildebrand In 
u communication to the society, which 
follow s: 
“Running, 
throwing, 
hitting 
and 
kicking are the fundam ental m uscu­ 
lar operations of America's charac­ 
teristic sports, baseball, football, ten­ 
nis and golf. 
The peoples of antiquity 
manifested all those Instincts In cruder 
form. 
“Luzon 
billmen, 
the 
Polynesians 
and the Eskimo and Sum atra islanders 
had games played by kicking a ball. 
Greeks 
played 
It, 
aud 
the 
Roman 
game, 
h arp ist tim, derived its name 
from the Greek ‘I seize,’ which Is evi­ 
dence that carrying the ball was prac­ 
ticed by them. With shoes of hide. the 
medieval Italians played a game which 
seems the direct ancestor of the Anglo 
Mi xon college sport. 
Gaelic scholars 
point to a football game in Ireland be­ 
fore the time of Christ, and until com­ 
paratively recent times Shrove T ues­ 
day wan a** distinctively an occasion 
for football as Is our Thanksgiving to­ 
day. 
"In old England football was even 
r<>‘ flier than most sports of those 
hardy times. Jam es I thought It was 
‘meeter for lunielng than making able 
theuxer* thereof.”
